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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments fail to overcome tine 
outstanding rejection under 35 USC 103 for the reasons set forth in the previous Office Actions. Claims 1-38 remain rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over US 6,573,103 B1 (Wald), further in view of Stempfleetal. (Pediatric Radiology (1999) Vol. 
29, pages 682-688). Applicant argues that: 1 . Stempfle et al. do not teach or suggest using BPD/OFD ratio during the first trimester of 
pregnancy. This is not persuasive. Even though Stempfle teaches measurements at 15-40 WG, Wald provides the teaching that 
measurements can be taken at the first trimester of pregnanacy, as was pointed out in the Office Action of 03/02/06 on page 6. 

2. Wald does not suggest modifying the teaching of Stempfle. This is not persuasive as was set forth in previous Office Actions. See for 
example, the Office Action of 03/02/06 at page 6 and the Office Action of 12/16/04 at page 9. 

3. Even the prior art of record does not suggest using the cephalic index to modify an individual patienf s risk. This is not persuasive, as 
has been set forth. Wald in view of Stempfle make obvious the instant claims. See Office Action of 12/16/04 which discusses that Wald 
teaches risk determined by statistical analysis based upon reference data derived from existing or future studies. 
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
